Ilad this new system not been under- 
taken, the mayor declared that the 
money spent in parts which are not 
now built up, and may not be for 
years, would have been given” the 
necessary water and sewer connections 
and other improvements needful in all 
parts of the city, without imposing any 
jadditional burdens, The work, he 
stated, is being carried on at a time 
when material has been most dithcult 
jto obtain, and in the case of the big 
trunk sewers, he pointed out that the 
gravel being used to make the con- 
erete had to be condemned as inferior 
and not fit for putting into such an 
expensive work. He then admitted 
that he had been unsuccessful In re- 
ducing or curtailing on the new sewer 
system now under construction, and 
the matter must rest with the people. 


Financial Matters. 


The mayor then focused his remarks 
on finances. He told how the previous 
council had tcaded on to tho present 
administratien some five million dollars 
represented as a deficit, or an over- 
expenditure. Vigures were quoted, 
showing the portion of this large sum 
for which the various departments 
were responsible, the exact total of 
the figures read amounting to $4,727,-

z Suitable Designs for Holiday Gifts, bs 
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HIERE is a design for embroidering 
infant's shoes, including the pattern 
of the shoes. 

The scalloped edges are designed 
to be buttonholed; the flowers and 
leaves are to be worked in solid em- 
broidery with the stems outlined, and 


the dots cither solid or as eyelets; 
or the flowers, leaves, and dots may 
all be done in cyelet work. 


To pad continuous scallops, rapidly 
and effectively, cut a skein of thread 
and apply two or more strands over 
the center of the stamped pattern, 
keeping within the lines, tack here and 
there in couching style, gathering the 
threads closely at each point of the 


ee ee en assis 


ecallops, then buttonhole closely over 
the foundation. Make solid embroid- 
ery, by first darning backward and 
forward over the stamped figure and 
then cover closely with over and over 
stitches, working in the opposite direc- 
tion from the padding. To outline, 


take short stitches, keep the needle 
toward the right and work upward. 
To make the dots or eyelets, first 
encircle by running a thread round the 
outline, pierce with a stilletto and 
work over and over. To make the 
flowers and leaves in eyelets, first run 
a thread round the stamped figure, 
then cut a slight slit lengthwise, and 
then crosswise of the openings, push 
back the material on the wrong side 
and work closely over and over. 

Use No. 30 to 4o embroidery cotton 
for light weight materials, and No. 25 
or 30 for heavier. 

THIS is a design in violets and rib- 
bon, suitable for embroiding a case 
for holding veils.

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t FADS AND FANCIES OF FASHIONS ere. 
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T‘ASHIONS are taking a very im- 
portant place in the world just 
now. The extreme conditions 

bring about a great deal of discussion 

and they are altogether being con- 
sidered very seriously from a great 
many points of view. That there is 
much to cause adverse criticism in the 
extremes of the modes, no one can 
doubt. We are constantly secine ua- 
fortunate exhibitions but happily it 
can be said that they are the few and 
the great mass of well bred woman- 
kind refuses to be indecently clothed. 


Recently we have been treated 9 
newspaper interviews from all the 
Parisian designers and it seems quite 
evident that they are playing upon 
feminine weakness and extremely 
doubtful that any of these bizarre 
creations are worn by the French 
grande dame. Asa matter of course, 
it is good business for these good people 
to put forth sensational models. It is 
our fault if we accept for daily wear 
what never was intended for any- 
thing but exhibition purposes. To be 
well dressed, one must be becomingly 
dressed and. gracefully dressed and 
that law must stand, let fashion change 
as they may. The best models only 
verify the truth of that statement. 
The absurd little minaret tunics or 
over skirts wired to stand always from 
the figure are grotesque and_ belong 
only to the stage, tor which they were 
originally designed. One of the most 
exclusive dressmakers in our great 


city refuses to wire her tunics and shows 
only modifications of the idea that 
stand off from the foundation skirt 
as much as the fullness or trimming 
naturally would allow without any 
such artificial aid. 

To a very great extent, the wonder: 
ful fabrics of the season owe their in- 
spiration to the East but commer: 
cialism also has entered into their 
production, Dressmakers insist upon 
costumes that require only a few yards 
of material for their making. Manu- 
facturers have retaliated by making 
materials marvelously beautiful and of 
marvelous cost. There is a great deal 
of interest ‘to be learned in watching 
the exhibitions to which we are being 
treated just now, a great deal apart 
from the mere showing of gowns. 


Lace in abundance is used upon all 
dinner and evening gowns. Gold lace 
and gold net are everywhere; the 
richest of embroideries are lavishly 
employed; bead trimming and bead 
embroidery are seen upon many. of 
the exploited costumes; colors and 
trimmings while superb, are almost 
barbaric. When such conditions exist, 
weariness is extremely apt to result 
and change to be demanded before 
many months. Women who can afford 
to buy costumes for a few wearings 
may do well to choose those of such 
splendor. Women of moderate purse 
will do well to chogse warily and of 
quiet tone. One of the most beautiful 
costumes seen in a notable exhibition 
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come from the house of Callot Sisters 
and was made entirely of magenta 
marquisette over a foundation of pea- 
cock blue charmeuse satin. In the 
telling, these two colors do not seem 
harmonious but the effect of the one 
over the other was beautiful in the 
extreme, Wherever there is a genius 
for color that allows making such com: 
binations, really wonderful effects can 
be obtained, but, for one success, 
there “will be counted many failures 
and the less daring combinations are 
the safer. 


All the evening and dinner gowns 
show bodices of the filmiest possible 
materials and tulle is in great demand. 
Frequently, there are layers of thin 
materials, one over the other, and the 
rich bead and silver embroideries are 
used to enhance the lace. A really 
exquisite dancing gown that shows 
the ‘lamp-shade" or ‘‘minaret'’ used 
to advantage consists of a close-fitting 
foundation of white ci@pe de chine, 
There is a skirt of flowered lace, the 
design of which is outlined with pearl 
beads, and this skirt is slightly draped 
at the front. Over the upper portion 
of the skirt are arranged two flounces 
of pink net embroidered with crystal 
and cut steel beads and over these 
fiounces, a third tunic of flesh pink 
tulle with a simple picot edge, this last

AT WOLSELEY 


thy Turner Break Through 
Ice and Lose Lives, 


Wolseley, Sask., Nov. 22,—Mitehell 
MacKenzie aged 11, and Dorothy Quinn 
aged 9, were drowned yesterday after- 


;noon when with a group of other child- 


ren they were skating on the C.P.R. 
reservoir after school. «The ice broke 
as they skated toward the bridge and 
as they sank the screams of the child- 
ren brought Mrs, Mcenzie and her eld- 
est daughter) Fannie both of whom 
rushed out to where the children had 
gone down, The ice, too weak for the 
children, broke before the women 
reached them, and the mother was only 
rescued when sinking for the third 
time by Alan Thompson, who jumped 
in with u rope. Fannie McKenzie was 
dragged out by a rope flung to her by 
men on the bank, The bodies of the 
children were recovered later, 


PRECOCIOUS CHILDREN. 

All those entrusted with the care 
of the young are faced by a grave 
problem in the case of children who 
inherit or display preocity. 

The guiding to maturity of the 
simple, normal child, who passes na- 
turally from stage to stage of Its de- 
velopment, {s a comparatively easy 
matter, The trouble is largely that 
the nature of precocity is not -under- 
stood, Most parents, for example, hall 
the signs of it with delight, and do all 
they can to foster them. ‘hey treat 
precocity as a gold mine, to be “worked 
for all it is worth," but here they 
male a great mistake, 

There may not bo much wrong with 
the child who read the Greek Testa- 
ment at four years of age, but there 
{s certainly something wrong with 
the parents who let him, 

There 1s another yery different type 
of precocious children, hese are the 
offspring often of gouty or tuber- 
culous parents, und inherit, if not 
actual disease, at least faulty phy- 
siques, They ure often beautiful, en- 
gaging children of great mental bril- 
lance, They often have phenomenal 
memories which are developed _ at the 
expense of all other mental faculties. 
They are not physically strong enough 
for any sustained effort, and after a 
brilliant childhood they exhaust them- 
selves and become commonplace, 

These children should bo made to 
lead physical lives, every offort being 
directed to form a good constitution. 
A country life is almost a necessity In 
their case, and the mental develop- 
ment should be made as gradual as 
possible,

To make the dots or eyelets, first 
encircle by running a thread reund the 
outline, pierce with a stilletto and 
work over and over. To make the 
flowers and leaves in eyelets, first run 
a thread round the stamped figure, 
then cut a slight slit lengthwise, and 
then crosswise of the openings, push 
back the material on the wrong side 
and work closely over and over. 

Use No. 30 to 40 embroidery cotton 
for light weight mateiials, and No, 25 
or 30 for heavier. 

THIS is a design in violets and rib- 
bon, suitable for embroiding a case 
for holding veils. 

The work may be done on linen 
or silk. The lettering is to be heayily 
padded and worked in solid embroid- 
ery, also the flowers and ribbon effect; 
the stems are to be outlined.

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ASHIONS are taking a very im- 
portant place in the world just 
now. The extreme conditions 

bring about a great deal of discussion 
and they are altogether being con- 
sidered very seriously from a great 
many points of view. That there is 
much to cause adverse criticism in the 
extremes of the modes, no one can 
doubt. We are constantly secing ua- 
fortunate exhibitions but happily it 
can be said that they are the few and 
the great mass of well bred woman: 
kind refuses to be indecently clothed. 


Recently we have been treated .o 
newspaper interviews from all the 
Parisian designers and it seems quite 
evident that they are playing upon 
feminine weakness and extremely 
doubtful that any of these bizarre 
creations are worn by the French 
grande dame. As a matter of course, 
it is good business for these good people 
to put forth sensational models. It is 
our fault if we accept for daily wear 
what never was intended for any- 
thing but exhibition purposes. To be 
well dressed, one must be becomingly 
dressed and gracefully dressed and 
thar law must stand, let fashion change 
as they may. The best models only 
verify the truth of that statement. 
The absurd little minaret tunics or 
over skirts wired to stand always from 
the figure are grotesque and_ belong 
only to the stage, for which they were 
originally designed. One of the most 
exclusive dressmakers in our great 


city refuses to wire her tunics and shows 
only modifications of the idea that 
stand off from the foundation. skirt 
as much as the fullness or trimming 
natually would allow without any 
euch artificial aid, 

To a very great extent, the wonder- 
ful fabrics of the season owe their in- 
epiration to the East but commer: 
cialism also has entered into their 
production. Dressmakers insist upon 
costumes that require only a few yards 
of material for their making.

but it will be interesting to turn back the pages of history and see what led 
up to these diserders that caused this trouble. Shortly after’ Confederation, 
the Dominion authorities took steps to extend the country’s territorial posses- 
sions by negotiating with the British Government for the purchase of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company's interests in the vast region known as Rupert’s Land, 
which for two centuries had been under the rule of that great fur-trading 
corporation. In 1869, Canada cbtained the cession of the territory, at a cost 
of a million and a half of dollars. with the reservation to the company of 
its trading-posts and one twentieth of the land. <A difficulty, however, arose 
in entering upon the possession of the country. The French and half-breed 
population of that portion of it known as the Red River Settlement objected 
to the transfer without their consent, or without some assurance being given 
fhem that their rights and interests would be respected. In the haste to 
take possession, the Dominion authorities had offended native sensitiveness, 
which showed itself in preventing the entry into the country of the neyly- 
Appointed Lieutenant-Governor and the machinery of government designed 
for the erection of a new Province, 

Hi leader of the obstructionists was Louis Riel, a French-Canadian, with 


Indian blood in his veins, who proceeded to usurp authority in the dis- 
trict and to form a provisional Government at Fort Garry. Here, for nearly a 
year, he set at defiance both the Canadian and the Imperial Governments and 
imprisoned many of the loyal inhabitants, putting to a foul death one of their 
number, A military foree, under Sir Garnet Wolesley, was despatched by 
the joint Governments to quell the rebellion. On the arrival of this force 
Riel fled into United States territory, and for a time was outlawed, but sub- 
sequently he was banished for five years. After asserting its authority, the 
Canadian Government erected the district into the Province of Manitoba, 
appointed a new Lieutenant-Governor and organized a Government, with a 
Local Legislature and representation in the Federal Parliamen:. The wnor- 
sanized territory outside of the Province was at first placed under the juris- 
diction of Manitoba; but, subsequently, the North-West Territory was placed 
under a separate Government, consisting of a Lieutenant-Governor and Coun- 
cil; and, at a still later date, was divided into the two Provinces of Alberta 
and Saskatchewan. «A5 time passed, the same difficulties were met with in 
opening up the North-West Territory for settlement as had arisen in the 
case of Manitoba, On the colonization of that Province, the half-breed trap- 
pers and hunters moved westward in pursuit of the fur-trade and of game, 
Many of them took up lands for cultivation along the North and South Sas- 
katchewan; and when the Government surveys were being made in the region 
of their holdings, they. feared they were going to be dispossessed, and, find- 
ing their petitions neglected, assumed a threatening attitude towards estab- 
lished- authority - To aid them in their resistance, they sent for their old 
leader, Louis Riel, whose term of banishment had expired in the interval. 
On coming, his foolish ambition led him once more to play the role of dicta- 
tor and to excite disaffection, Setting up a provisional Government, he de- 
clared war, against the Dominion authorities, and at Duck Lake, in March, 
1885, incited his followers to shed blood. 
Rose then entrenched himself and his lawless following at Batoche, a 


half-breed village on the South Saskatchewan, set up the flag and gov- 
ernment of rebellion, and Instiyated a general rising of the Indians. To sup- 
press the outbreak, the Dominion Government despatched from the older 
Provinces some three thousand Canadian militia and regulars, under Major- 
General Middleton, C.B.. besides organizing in the Territories several corps 
of mounted scouts and other branches of the military service. This North- 
West Field Force, co-cperating with the Iccal corps and Mounted Police, 
penetrated into the disaffected region, spread its protecting arm over the 
many exposed parts of the territory, and on three occasions encountered the 
half-breed and Indian insurgents. Batoche was taken by assault, Riel and 
his rebel-following were captured, and the Indian chiefs and those who had 
committed pillage and murder were taken prisoners. Law and order wore 
now restored in the country; and later in the year Riel and several Indians 
were hanged, and others less criminal were imprisoned. 


UST forty-four years ago, on November 23rd, 1869, the first Riel rebellion
